Remarks 


, During the week ending the 30th August, 1947 in India 
(excluding East Punjab and Delhi Province) and in the Indian 
States shown in this statement, tho total number of deaths 
reoorded in 164 towns having a population of 30,000 and over 
was 10,340. Tho raid-yoar estimated population of these 
towns was 20,243,654 and the death rate was 26 • 9 per thousand 
of the population. Births in the same towns numbered 
13,977 giving a birth rate of 35 -9 per thousand of the 
population. In India alone the corresponding birth and 
death rates were 36-3 and 27 0 per thousand of the population 
r espeotively. 

(A) India . — The following towns returned a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of -the population. 

Maloga on (89-5); Benares (88 -6), Amalnor (34- 8) • 
Hingjanghat (74-3); Asansol (71-6); Budaun (06-3); Vizia- 
nagram (64-8); Burhanpur (64-7); Pandharpur (63-9): 
Gaya (61-8); Yeotmal (57-0); Hathras (54-5); Tanjore 
(54-3) ; Mirzapur-Bindhaohnl (63-9) ; Nasik(52-3) .Etawah 
(52-0) ; Khandwa (50-8) ; Hardwar Union (50-2) and 
Muzaffarpur (50 • 2). 

In all these towns with the exception of Vizianagrara 
Pandharpur, Tanjore , Nasik and Etawah tho high rates were 
mainly duo to tho large numbor of deaths from fever. In 
Vizianagram and Etawah deaths from dysentory and diarrhoea 
aooountod for a considerable proportion of total deaths.

There was a considerable number of deaths from this 
disease in MMegaon, Benares , Hathras and Mirzapur- Bindha- 
ohal. In Pandharpur , Tanjore and Nasik there were consi- 
derable deaths from respiratory diseases. There was a large 
numbor of deaths from cholera in Amalner. 

In 149 towns in India thoro wore 221 deaths from cholera 
and 17 deaths from smallpox, Plaguo was absent during 
the week. Of the deaths from cholera Muzaffarpur recorded 
28 ; Pyzahad, Ajodhya 24 ; Amalnor 22 ; JubbulDore 18 ; 
Uawnpore 17 ; Patna 11 ; Maligaon 9 ; Oaloutta 8 ; Mirzapui - 
Bindhaohal and Balrampur 7 each ; Luoknow and Jaunpur 
5 each ; Benares, Gaya, Dhulia, and Bandra 4 each ; Sitapur, 
Jhansi, Bahraioh, Ohapra, Asansol, Nagpur Civil Station, 
Broach and Ahmednagar 3 eaoh ; Allahabad, Bareilly, 
Moradabad, S iha -a rpur and Nasik 2 oaoh ; Shahjahanpur, 
Bihar, Dinapur Nizainat, Serampur, Bally, Nabadwip, Borhan- 
pur, Hingan ghat, Kalyan and Madura one eaoh. Of the 
doaths from smallpox Caloutta and Nagpur reoorded 5 eaoh; 
Dehra Dun 3 ; Allahabad and Jubbulpore 2 eaoh. 

(B) Indian States. —Amongst the Indian Statds shown in 
this statement there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 15 towns of the Indian States there was no death from 
cholera, smallpox and plague.
